For a number of Summers, I’ve 
been taking refresher courses in 
observing babies, when there have 
been one or more grandchildren un- 
der or around a year of age in our 
home for a few weeks. Our grand­ 
children add up to just a dozen at 
the latest count. 
H 
This past sum m er, the young- i 
est, just 12 months old, was with 
us for three weeks. He had begun 
to walk, but spent happy periods 
of half an hour or more at a 
stretch in a baby pen we keep on 
hand for such young visitors. 
Great is the value of a baby pen 
for an infant from the time he can 
move himself from where he is put 
till he readily climbs out of it. 
^ 
It provides him with a safe place 
and keeps him from getting into 
everything. He can stand and hold 
to the sides and have excellent self­ 
training in learning to walk. 
His mother can go about her 
work for appreciable periods and 
he can learn to amuse himself with 
simple toys provided him. He can 
be kept in the pen while some per­ 
son is not right with him. 
- 
This particular baby’s training in 
the meaning of “ no” has wisely 
been delayed by his parents till his 
return home, since they will have 
traveled with him to a number of 
places in the meanwhile. 
While baby-sitting with him and 


his older brothers and sisters one 
day, I recorded numerous notes. 
Here are a few: 
At 3:12 p. m. I gave him in his 
pen an empty shoe box. He picked 
it up, explored it with his hands, 
put it over his head, hammered it 
with a small block, bit at a corner 
of it, set it down, put small objects 
into it, ham m ered it again. I add­ 
ed some of his fam iliar small 
blocks, which he soon put into the 
box, dumped them from the box, 
turned it right-side*up, put blocks 
back into it. Time: 3:20. 
He dumped the box, put other 
small things into it, shook them 
out, manipulated box, jabbering all 
the while. Put box on his head, lay 
down, rolled over holding to the 
box. Banged box cm floor, put it 
over a foot, set it down, put blocks 
into it, pushed blocks about in box, 
emptied box. All this and much 
more he did in 12 minutes. I made 
no attem pt the while to amuse him. 
His sister, 10, picked him up at 
3:24 and held his hand as he walk­ 
ed about in house and on porch for 
four minutes, and put him back 
into pen. 
He complained a bit, but soon 
went on with constant activity cen­ 
tered around the box till 3:42, when 
I took hi out and let hi freely 
creep and walk on the lawn. 
What impressed me most was the 
long period of his self-amusement 
with one central interest—a pro­ 
duct of earlier training at home 
where he gets abundant loving but 
is allowed to amuse himself. 
Although 
the 
young 
mother 
should not leave the infant for un­ 
reasonably long periods to com 
plain and fret, she should leave 
him for longer periods than she 
usually does. 
Q. What do you think of having 
child chosen by his teacher or 
classm ates to serve as monitor 
while the teacher is out of the 
room, reporting to her on her re­ 
turn all pupils who 
misbehaved 
during her absence? 
A. It makes the monitor an offi­ 
cial tattler hated by the classmates 
he reports, and tem pts him to be 
silent on his special friends. A bet­ 
ter way is for each child to learn 
to manage himself and mind his 
own business.

Disking Superior 
For Wheat, Oats 
Disking seems superior to plow­ 
ing in preparing the seed bed for 
wheat after oats in dry weather. 
Plowing, however, will control 
volunteer oats better than disking.

A 
few clods on the surface are not 
harmful. There is no advantage in 
overworking the soil to make a 
very fine seed bed. 
If wheat is following cultivated 
crops, a disk may do a good job.

ENGLAND’S ENGLISH PUZZLES 
YANKS WITH EMPIRE TROOPS

TOKYO, Japan — Lt. John Mc- 
Glone, of Philadelphia, who is in 
charge of an American group of 
artillery spotters working with the 
1st British Commonwealth divi- 
aion, is puzzled by the fact that 
nobody in the division seems to 
speak English.

ON A MEMORABLE NIGHT BACK in 
1924, a pretty Danish-Irish actress born 
Gertrude Klasen sang “Limehouse Blues” 
in “Chariot’s Revue” in New York a n d 
Broadway took Gertrude Lawrence to its 
heart. She had a small singing voice, her 
dancing was graceful but not notable, and 
later, when she turned to straight plays, 
she would have been the first to admit that 
there were many more skillful actresses. 
However, lovely Miss Lawrence could 
ever make a playgoer forget any technical 
shortcomings by artful blending of gayety, 
wistfulness, sophistication and 
delicate 
charm without a trace of treacle. She was 
blessed with remarkable style and polish. 
The people of show business called it 
“ class.” 
Miss Lawrence's latest theatrical tri­ 
umph wa* an Anna Leonowens in “T h e 
King and I,” musical version of “Anna and 
the King of Siam,” now well in its second 
year. 
Born in the theater, she sold programs 
at four while her parents performed in 
English music halls. She grew up to be a 
woman of many facets. Not content with 
success in such song-and-dance shows as 
“Oh, Kay,” “The International Revue” and 
“Lady in the Dark,” she turned to plays 
with “Candlelight” and went on to 
new 
theatrical glory in “Icebound,” “Susan and 
God” and Noel Coward’s “T o n i g h t at 
8:30.“ 


IN A HURRY 
IF MAN INSISTS ON FLYING at speeds 
faster than sound, he must become recon­ 
ciled to the cost, both in money and hu­ 
m an lives. Britain’s new wonder jet, the 
D e Havilland 110 night fighter plane, blew 
up in a faster-than-sound flight and 20 per­ 
sons died, including the test pilot and his 
observer. 
Following a spectacular dive at 700 miles 
an hour the plane flew into bits just as it 
broke through the sound barrier. The U.S. 
Ail Force Scorpion disintegrated before 
50,000 spectators at the International Avia­ 
tion Exposition at Detroit, killing the pilot 
and radar observer. 
Man will never be satisfied with speeds 
already attained—already so fast they are 
almost beyond human understanding—but 
will go on to still greater triumphs. The 
automobile which will not do 100 miles an 
hour is out of date. The 37,000 human be­ 
ings who died in traffic accidents last year 
were, for the most part, victims of speed.

Mrs. Luce is an occasional politician. She 
is not 
particularly associated 
with 
the 
Stat^ of Connecticut except by what is of­ 
ten called bedroom residence. Her realm is 
the world. She accepted election to the 
House of Representatives once, but discon- ! 
tinued that career in boredom. 
While Mrs. Luce has no associations with 
her husband’s publications, she not un­ 
naturally benefits from their popularity 
and 
suffers 
from 
their 
unpopularity. 
Among the older Republicans. Henry Luce 
is remembered as one of the men who put 
Wendell Willkie over on them. 
Those who fear Henry Luce’s influence, 
rejected Mrs. Luce’s candidacy. On the 
whole, among Republicans, she is regarded 
as an outsider. 
Joe McCarthy is typical of a party poli­ 
tician. He has always been a Republican 
and his career displays neighborly regular­ 
ity. The liberals and left wingers and Park 
Avenue swells may ridicule party regulari­ 
ty if they so choose, but most Americans 
expect that if a man chooses to be on a 
team, he will engage in team activity. Psy­ 
chologically, Americans resent mugwumps 
in either party. 
Men like Joe McCarthy are not occasion­ 
al politicians. They do not come in and go 
out of party activities as their desire or 
lack of desire for public office asserts it­ 
self. They do party work all the time and 
they work in their own states among their 
own people. They go back and forth be­ 
tween Washington and home all the time, 
not only to mend fences but to be among 
their neighbors. They belong to the states 
which they represent. 
One of the most characteristic Senators 
is Herman Welker of Idaho. He is strictly 
Idaho and that part of the world. Nobody 
would expect him to engage in global-balo- 
ney hi-jinx, even if it is amusing. Joe Mc­ 
Carthy is that sort of person as relates to 
Wisconsin. His own people know he belongs 
to them. 


New Yorkers are cosmopolitan in atti­ 
tude. Some of them are closer to London, 
Paris, Warsaw and Naples than they are to 
Boise or Butte. It is the nature of a city of 
some 50 national origins that it lacks emo­ 
tional homogeneity. News from Germany 
looms larger than news about New York it­ 
self. The probability is that few of the 8,- 
000,000, who live in New York, are really 
concerned about 
the 
unbelievably vast 
number of meetings, conventions and lec­ 
tures that occur every hour in their city. 
But go to Sheboygan or Appleton in Wis­ 
consin and see how much space is devoted 
to local news. I often hear New Yorkers say 
that when they travel over the 
United 
States, they feel that the newspapers pub­ 
lish nothing of importance. What they real­ 
ly mean is that they do not understand the 
intensely local interest of Americans who 
love their particular state and even the par­ 
ticular part of the state whore they live. 
The deep sense of locality is normal to 
American life.

Treating Mental Diseases 


By HCRMAN N. BUNOESEN, M.D. 
UNTIL a few years ago, most 
people with a serious mental dis­ 
ease had little to look forward to. 
They were doomed to life In a 
m ental institution, without too 
much hope of ever being cured. 
Medical science of today has 
advanced in the field of mental 
diseases. The advance has been 
slow, however, when compared 
with the amazing progress in 
many other fields. 
Personality Conflict 
It is encouraging to note th a t 
psychiatrists are making great 
strides in learning how to treat 
people suffering from the neu­ 
roses. A neurosis Is a mental dis­ 
turbance in which there is some 
form of personality or emotional 
conflict, but no definite break in 
the personality or the emotions. 
Our mental institutions are 
filled with people suffering from 
psychoses. These are forms of 
mental disease in which the per­ 
son becomes separated from re­ 
ality and is living in another 
world. He may see objects and 
hear voices th a t are not actually 
there, or he may have ideas th a t 
he is someone other th an himself. 
Memory Difficulty 
Many of these patients have 
difficulty in memory and in asso­ 
ciating 
things, so 
th a t their 
thoughts are disorganized and 
without reason. Others have ideas 
th a t they are being persecuted 
and that the whole world Is 
against them.

Certain types of psychosis re­ 
sult when the brain tissues have 
been damaged by injury, drugs, 
or aging. No definite cause can be 
found, however, for many others, 
which do not appear to come 
from any special damage to the 
brain or nerves. It Is in this group 
th a t a cure is being sought by so 
many doctors today. 
Some of these cases are being 
helped by electric shock treat­ 
ments. Others are helped by in­ 
sulin given In high enough doses 
to cause convulsions. 
Surgery Helps Some 
Brain surgery has been of help 
to some patients who are unre­ 
lieved by any other treatments. 
This type of operation, known as 
lobotomy, severs certain tracts of 
the brain. 
Lobotomy Is also being per­ 
formed with very good results on 
a group of patients known as 
hypochondriacs. They are abnor­ 
mally and constantly 
worried 
that they may become sick. 
These methods have enabled 
doctors to restore patients who 
would formerly have been con­ 
sidered “hopeless.” 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. I. K.: Can you tell me some 
of the early signs of pregnancy? 
Answer: The early signs of 
pregnancy are varied. Swelling of 
the breasts, frequent urination, 
and sometimes nausea and vom­ 
iting, usually In the morning, are 
some early signs. Later on in the 
pregnancy, lifeecan be felt.

Treating Mental Diseases 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


UNTIL a few years ago, moat 
people with a serious m ental die- 
ease had little to look forward to. 
They were doomed to life in a 
m ental Institution, without too 
much hope of ever being cured. 
Medical science of today has 
advanced In the field of m ental 
diseases. The advance has been 
slow, however, when compared 
with the amazing progress In 
many other fields. 
Personality Conflict 
It Is encouraging to note that 
psychiatrists are making great 
strides in learning how to treat 
people suffering from the neu­ 
roses. A neurosis is a m ental dis­ 
turbance In which there is some 
form of personality or em otional 
conflict, but no definite break In 
the personality or the emotions. 
Our m ental Institutions are 
filled with people suffering from 
psychoses. These are forma of 
m ental disease in which the per­ 
son becomes separated from re­ 
ality and is living in another 
world. He may see objects and 
hear voices that are not actually 
there, or he may have Ideas that 
he la someone other than him self. 
Memory Difficulty 
Many of these patients have 
difficulty in memory and in asso­ 
ciating 
things, 
so 
that 
their 
thoughts are disorganized and 
without reason. Others have ideas 
that they are being persecuted 
and that the whole world is 
against them.

Certain types of psychosis re­ 
sult when the brain tissues have 
been damaged by injury, drugs, 
or aging. No definite cause can be 
found, however, for many others, 
which do not appear to come 
from any special damage to the 
brain or nerves.

Some of these cases are being 
helped by electric shock treat­ 
ments. Others are helped by in­ 
sulin given in high enough doses 
to cause convulsions. 
Surgery Uelps Some 
Brain surgery has been of help 
to some patients who are unre­ 
lieved by any other treatm ents. 
This type of operation, known as 
lobotomy, severs certain tracts of 
the brain. 
Lobotomy is also being per­ 
formed with very good results on 
a group of patients known as 
hypochondriacs. They are abnor­ 
mally and

These methods have enabled 
doctors to restore patients who 
would formerly have been con­ 
sidered "hopeless,”
